L ig n i te, which is half-formed coal, 
has not, u p to this time, attracted mu ch 
attention as a com bu stible; bu t there 
are sev eral parts of the earth in which 
it is fou nd in abu ndance; in some cases, 
notably in Italy , to the ex clu sion of 
coal. 
In Italy , there is no coal; the 
railway locomotiv es are kept going by 
means of imported coal, and if Italy 
were to go to war, it wou ld not be able 
ev en to keep u p its railway serv ice; 
for coal is, abov e most things, a contra­ 
band of war. 
The Italian Gov ernment 
has taken this m atter u p, and lias giv en 
orders to its railway serv ice to make tho 
locomotiv es su ch that either coal or lig­ 
nite may be bu rned bv them ; and this will 
giv e a st imu lu s to the working of the ex ­ 
tensiv e beds of lignite which lie abou t the 
center of the peninsu la, half way be­ 
tween the M editerranean and Adriatic. 
On the line of the Northern Pacific and 
on the 
Canadian Pacific 
Railway s, 
lignite is fou nd in great qu antities, and 
locomotiv es will be constru cted for its 
u tilization. 


G er ma n y has lo n g b een in quest of a 
new w u pon, and has at last obtained 
one. 
Its ollieial name is “M 7 1-8 4.” INI 
stands for 
Mau ser, whose gu n was 
adopted in 187 1, bu t in tho thirteen 
y ears that followed the model was con­ 
stantly being perfected. 
At last, in 
18 8 4, tho gu n of tho fu tu re was de­ 
signed, and now, in 18 8 7 , it has become 
the weapon of the Gorman army . 
It 
differs from the old model in sev eral re­ 
spects. 
The metal contains no copper 


in its composition, and the barrel is 
somewhat shorter. 
In tho original 
Mau ser, when a charge was fired, the 
soldier had to giv e the stock a smart 
stroke so as to throw ou t the u sed cart­ 
ridge. 
In tho now gu n this is obtained 
au tomatically . 
Bu t the chief innov ation 
is the introdu ction of a reserv e of cart­ 
ridges into the stock of the piece, 
which in eftect conv erts “M 7 1-8 4” into 
a rev olv er. 
These cartridges are held 
in a steel tu be, which by the operation 
of a spring can be made to deliv er them 
in su ccession into tho breach. 
A fu lly 
loaded gu n contains ten of these charges. 
F or three hou rs a day the German 
troops are being drilled in the loading, 
handling, and discharge of these pieces. 
The u se of the reserv e cartridges is not 
to bo perm itted u nless at a special word 
of command. 
It is thou ght better to 
accu stom the soldiery for ordinary pu r­ 
poses of warfare to the ordinary method 
of loading the gu n to which they hav e 
been so long accu stomed. 
Tho reserv e 
is for a crisis.

T h e cotton-soed oil indu stry , inau gu ­ 
rated abou t ten y ears since, has grown 
into mammoth proportions. 
In 187 5, 
bu t few cotton-se.ed oil mills liad ex ­ 
isted, and the seed had been 
a refu se 
which had to be carted away from the 
cotton gins throu ghou t the Sou th at an 
ex pense to the planter. 
To-day , from 
small beginnings and in opposition to 
the pu blic preju dice, the indu stry has 
become one of the great staple indu s­ 
tries of the Sou th, and one of its impor­ 
tant sou rces of wealth. 
Competition in 
its produ ction natu rally became an ou t­ 
growth of the bu siness, and ov er pro­ 
du ction was stimu lated by the enor­ 
mou s profits. 
In this condition of 
things this new indu stry was rapidly be­ 
coming an u nprofitable bu siness, in­ 
stead of the commercial and indu strial 
bonanza it had been, u ntil a gigantic 
company , similar to the Standard Oil 
Company in plan and methods, was or­ 
ganized to practically take possession 
of the entire bu siness. 
This was fol­ 
lowed by a bitter war between the 
mills in the Tru st and those ou t, which 
lasted twelv e months, at the end of 
which time the anaconda had swallowed 
ninety per cent, of tho cru shing mills 
and oil refineries in the Sou th. 
Since 
this war of absorption, du ring which 
immense losses were su stained by the 
fighting mills, the price of cotton seed 
had fallen almost one-half, deliv ered at 
the mills. 
The price as now estab­ 
lished by the Cotton Oil Tru st, is abou t 
$10.50 per ton. 
The Cotton Tru st is 
doing an enormou s bu siness, althou gh 
it is claimed it has not y et become 
a 
<1 i v ideu d- pa y in g st ock. 


The Great Wall of Chinn. 
The great wall of China contains 
0,8 50,000,000 cu bic feet. 
An engineer 
in Seward's party there some y ears ago 
gav e it as his opinion that the cost of 
this wall—figu ring labor at the same 
rate—wou ld more than equ al that of 
all the 100.000 miles of railroad in the 
United Statics. The material it contains 
wou ld bu ild a wall six feet high and two 
feet thick right straight arou nd the 
globe. Yet this was done in only twenty 
y ears withou t a trace of debt or bond, 
it is the greatest indiv idu al labor the 
world has ev er known.—17id ia n a io lis 
Xties.

met on tho

T he H isto ry o f T his F a m o us Co rpo ra tio n 
fro m B eg inning to End. 
The Da y to n J o urna l 
g iv es the fo l­ 
lo wing histo ry o f the Sta nda rd Oil* 
Co mpa ny , which will be o f interest to 
v ery ma ny who ha v e but a g enera l idea 
o f it : 
The histo ry o f petro leum o il da tes 
fro m the striking o f the Dra ke well, in 
the Wa tso n fla ts, belo w Titusv ille, in 
which o il wa s fo und a t a depth o f 9 6 
feet 6 inches, Aug ust 28 , 1 8 59 . 
Then1 
the o nly mo de o f la nd ca rria g e w^a s the 
ha uling o f the o il fro m the wells to the 
shipping po ints. 
So o n the o il wa » co n­ 
v ey ed do wn Oil Creek to the Alleg heny 
ltiv er in fla t-bo a ts. 
At o ne time 7 ,0 0 0 
men were emplo y ed in this business. 
At the ex piration of fiv e y ears Van 
Sy ckle su ggested the ru nning of the oil 
throu gh wrou ght-iron pipes from tho 
wells to the shipping points. 
In 
1 8 0 5 
su ch a line ex tended fou r miles, from 
Pithole to the railway at M iller’s farm. 
Thence arose tho w hole network of pipe 
lines, cov ering the entire oil region. 
In 18 65, u nder the general, corpora­ 
tion laws of Ohio, a small organization 
with a capital of $100,000 was effected, 
with headqu arters at Clev eland, its 
bu siness to refine oil, and with tlie title 
of tho Standard Oil Company . 
From 
the ou tset the managers hav e main­ 
tained the strictest secrecy . 
An au di­ 
ence with the king of the monopoly be­ 
came as difficu lt as an interv iew with 
the Czar of Ru ssia. 
Early in its history it commenced the 
obliteration of competition. 
It con­ 
trolled and captu red the West, a city at 
a time. 
For ex ample, Chicago was 
captu red by ex clu ding riv als, throu gh 
tem porarily driv ing all profits from the 
city ’s oil trado. 
Lake carriage was pit­ 
ted against the rail, and by this means 
and personal manipu lations, the rail­ 
way s, shielded by secrecy from pu blic 
reprobation, gav e priv ate and ex clu siv e 
concessions or rebates to the Standard 
Oil Company . 
Su ch treatm ent brou ght their v ictims 
into an impressible condition, and the 
railway s cou ld get oil trade only from 
tho sole possessors of it. 
Thu s railway 
capital became a v ictim and a serv ant, 
the former in the redu ction of its tariff 
and the latter in forcing competition 
into tlie gu lf of ru in. 
Leading com­ 
petitors were skillfu lly begu iled into 
alliances w hich neu tralized their oppo­ 
sition. 
Flattery , promises 
of 
profit and 
peace, ev ils of competition and Stand­ 
ard su ccess did their work. Tho choice 
to moderate refiners and traders w as, 
coalition with the Standard or bank­ 
ru ptcy . 
The final end was a dismissal 
from the circle into which they had 
been delu ded. 
A simple ex pansion of the old means 
su fficed for the East, bu t the Eastern 
coadju tors were too impetu ou s. 
The 
“Sou th Improv ement Company ” was 
formed, to whom was promised a se­ 
cret commission of $1 per barrel, wiiich 
might be shipped by any one. 
Freight 
charges were adv anced 100 per cent. 
Upon the term s of this infamou s con­ 
tract being known in 18 7 2, its charter 
was abrogated. 
Mass meetings were 
held and tlie wildest ex citement pre­ 
v ailed. 
Tanks were tapped, oil went 
to waste, produ cers shu t down their 
wells, and the ringleaders, fearfu l of 
hemp, departed the cou ntry . 
The 
Standard folks withdrew, leav ing the 
produ cers to think that they had ef­ 
fectu ally killed the hy dra. 
B u t the Standard laid ou t a new 
plan of operations, slower, bu t su rer. 
The agreements of the railway s in 18 7 2 
for equ al and pu blic rates w ere v iolated 
in fav or of the Standard Oil Company . 
W ith the premiu ms from rebates and 
draw’backs pou ring into their pockets 
they made it plain that all apparent 
profits in manu factu ring oil mu st dis­ 
appear. 
They “hid the profits.” Their 
own gains were the priv ate and ex clu s­ 
iv e tribu te from the carriers. 
Ov er­ 
tu res were made in 18 7 4 between the 
Standard Oil Company of the one part 
and v ariou s Pittsbu rg and Philadelphia 
refining interests on the other part. 
A 
coalition was formed. 
Besides P ratt & 
Co., and W arden & Co., the Dev oe, the 
Bootwick, the Acme, the Atlantic, and 
many others, became part of the Stand­ 
ard. 
The Condu it Pipe 
Line, the 
Iv arns Pipe Line, the Grant, the Union, 
the Atlantic, the Pennsy lv ania, and 
American Transfer Pipe Lines con­ 
necting with all the wells of the oil 
cou ntry were gradu ally absorbed by 
tlie United Pipe Line, another name 
for a branch of tlie Standard. 
The Clev eland corporation thu s came 
into possession of the refineries, the 
management of the pipe-line sy stem of 
transportation and tlie control gener­ 
ally of the railroads. 
In certain re­ 
gions the press became su bsidized and 
in others dare not ex poso the doings of 
the company , 
Tlie Pav ne fight, it w*ill 
be seen, is more than one of ordinary 
bribery . 
It is more than a State fight 
or ev en a party light. 
It is a National 
affair, and ev ery good citizen, withou t 
references to "his 
party 
affiliations, 
shou ld take an earnest and activ e part 
to stop the depredations u pon morals 
and honest franchise of this Standard 
Oil ju ggernau t.

The commissioner of agriculture, hav* 
ing 101,000 in hand with which to make those 
experiment« , entered into an agreement with 
the Parkinson Sugar company whereby he 
was to set up his machinery in their estab­ 
lishment and they were to furnish room for 
it, but how much accommodation was not 
specified, and they were oo furnish the ne­ 
cessary steam. 
Then he wrote to the Pusey 
ft J ones company, asking them what they 
would charge to make a diffusion battery 
about 
so 
big. 
They 
replied with 
a 
with a general description of the apparatus 
they would make, going so little into par­ 
ticulars that the description fills only six or 
eight lines of print, and said they would 
build it and set it up for $16 ,6 25. Mr. Col- 
raan wrote back that their offer was ac­ 
cepted, and this is all tho contract, specifica­ 
tions and guaranteo that there was. The 
cutting-machine they were not to furuish, as 
tho commissioner had one that was used the 
previous year at Ottawa. 
Tho m achine did not w ork, and he bou ght 
a second-hand one, and th a t did not w ork, 
and he had one or tw o m achines altered into 
different kinds of m achines, and they did not 
w ork. 
Tho chip elev ators and tho a p p aratu s 
for carryin g aw ay the ex hau sted chip s a fte r 
diffu sion were m ade by th e Pusey 
& Jones 
com p any u nder the general o rd er—it can n o t 
bo called a c o n tra c t—already referred to.

had nothing ♦» , do bu t to hav e a g reat deal of 
w ork done l>y hand d t m u ch ex p ense which 
should hav t been done by m achinery a t v ery

M r. C olm an also gav e tho 
Pusey & Jones com p any an order fo r a lot 
of filter p resses. 
No sp ecifications were fu r­ 
nished, and the com p any gav e no g u aran ty 
of w hat tho p resses would stand.

Professor W iley rep orts th a t they worked 
beau tifu lly, w ith the trillin g ex cep tion th a t 
tho p i at os were too light am i a g reat m any 
of them broke. 
Tho Parkinson S u gar com ­ 
p any did not fu rnish a su itable room for 
c rystallizatio n ;th e tem p eratu re was too low. 
In tho ex p erim ents 2,322 tons of sliced sor­ 
ghu m cano wore used, au d abo u t tw enty-fiv e 
tons of su gar w ere m ade. 
Tho su g ar was of 
fa ir qu ality and salable; tho molasses was 
d ark and p oor. 
The resu lts did not satisfy 
Professor W iley, and he attribu te s them to 
sev eral things. 
One little obstacle was th a t the su g ar he 
tried to get ou t of the cane w asn’t there. H e 
says: 
“ Tho sorghu m canes entering the ba t­ 
tery a t F o rt S cott woro totally u nfit for 
su gar-m aking. 
No know n p rocess sav e an 
act of creation could hav e m ade su g ar su c­ 
cessfu lly ou t of such m a te ria l.” 
F a rth e r on 
he rem arks, a fte r all these years of effort to 
dev ise p rocesses, th a t “ the chief thing to be 
accom p lished is the p rodu ction of a sorghu m 
p lan t containing a reasonably constant p er­ 
centage of erystallizable su g ar.” 
B u t the 
m achinery is still n o t inv ented th a t would 
g et su gar ou t of sorghu m if tho su gar were 
there. 
No cu tting m achine th a t answ ers the p u r­ 
p ose has yet lx ?en inv ented, and Professor 
W iley says: “ A p rop er m echanical m ethod 
of d istribu tin g ov er tho chip s a su bstance to 
p rev ent inv ersion of the sucrose lias not been 
discov ered.” 
Finally tho discou raged p ro­ 
fessor is mov ed to ad m it: “ In a general ro 
v iew of tho w ork, the m ost im p o rtan t p oint 
su ggested is the absolu te failu re of tho ex­ 
p erim ents to dem onstrate tho com m ercial 
p racticability of m an u factu rin g 
sorghu m 
su gar. 
Sinco the p resent ap p ro p riatio n wax 
m ade for continu ing o ftl conclu ding these 
ex p erim ents, I consider th a t m y connection 
w ith the dev elop m ent of tho indu stry has 
ended. 
I leav e the w ork w ith only one re­ 
gret, and th a t is th a t tho fu tu ro of the 
sorghu m su gar indu stry is still in d o u bt.” 
L ast au tu m n tho d e p a rtm e n t of ag ricu ltu re 
gav e ou t to the p ress statem ents th a t tho ex­ 
p erim ents a t F o rt S cott had been em inently 
successful.

T he Lo ndo n Times says that “the 
mo st infernal triump h o f American in­ 
genuity” is the dynamite gunbo at re­ 
cently co ntracted fo r and no w' being 
built* by William Cramp , o f Phila­ 
delp hia, Fo ur years ago Lieut. Zalinsky 
was detailed by tho Go vernment to 
exp erim ent with a p neumatic gun cap a­ 
ble o f thro wing dynamite. 
His exp eri­ 
ments have p ro ved so successful that a 
vessel armed with such guns is abo ut to 
be co nstructed. 
This vessel is to bo 
240 feet o ver all in length, with a beam 
o f 20 i fo o t, and a draught o f 71 feet. 
Bhe will be built o f American steel 
with a deflecting deck fro m which o rdi­ 
nary sho t will glance o ff. 
There will 
be fo ur bo ilers to drive the two inde­ 
p endent 
sero w's. 
These, 
with 
tho 
engines, will be p o werful eno ugh to 
drive tho vessel thro ugh the water at 
tho rate o f twenty kno ts an ho ur. 
Tho 
bo ilers will bo p laced as far ap art as 
p o ssible with w ater-tight bulkheads be­ 
tween them so that if in an engagement 
the p o rtio n o f tho vessel co ntaining 
o ne o r two o f tho bo ilers bo blo wn away 
she w'o uld flo at and still havo p o wer 
eno ugh no t to be help less. 
The arma­ 
ment will be the unifp io feature o f this 
craft. 
It will co nsist o f threo steel 
tubes lined with brass, seventy fo o t* in 
length and ten and o ne-half inches in 
diameter. 
These are tho guns. 
Fro m 
these will bo thro wn by air p ressure 
p ro jectiles co ntaining 200 p o unds o f 
nitro -geiatine each to the distance o f a 
mile, and at tho rate o f o ne sho t in two 
minutes fro m each gun. 
There aro to 
bo two reservo irs fo r tho co mp ressed 
air, fro m which the air will be let into 
the tube behind tho p ro jectile at a 
p ressure o f 2,000 p o unds to tho square 
inch if necessary. 
As the guns will be 
immo vably fixed in their p lace, the 
range will bo regulated by tho p ressure 
o f air allo wed to p ro p el tho p ro jectile, 
and the guns can o nly be fired while 
the vessel is “head o n” to tho enemy.

HEBREWS IN TRADE. 


THEIR 
IMMENSE COMMERCIAL 
FLUENCE RECOGNIZED. 
N- 


Htriking F.vltlcnro* of Hebrew Progrcs*. 


Grow th of the Clothing Trade— A Pro­ 


fitable 
In d e rta liln g —Im portation 
of 


Diamond.**—'Cigars ami Tobacco. 


Of nil New York commercial exchange* the 
Hebrews are now recognized os among tie* 
most influential memljcrs. 
The viro-c bn le­ 
mon of the s in k exchange, the treason r of 
the produce exchange and the treasurer of 
the metal exchange are all Hebrews. 
In 
the«e institution«, os well as the cotton end 
petroleum exchange«, they are prominent as 
directors, and they are also id* ntilied w ith 
many of the great railway, steamship and in­ 
surance companies. 
In banking alone tie 
New York Hebrews represent, a capital »>( 
$10 ),000,00 ), 
The prominent part taken bv 
them in the negotiation of the mo; t impor- 
tant government loans and railway opera 
tions is too well known to call for special 
comment, their immense influence in this and 
other leading cities being generally recog­ 
nized. 
The rnosf striking .evidence of 
Hebrew 
progress may l>e witnessed on Broadway, 
which, within the past fifteen years, h i- 
undergone a complete transformation by the 
transfer of the retail trade to the uptown 
thoroughfares and the invasion by Hebrew 
firms. 
Of the 400 buildings on Broadway 
from Canal street to Union square the occu­ 
pants of almost all are Htbrews, over 1,000 
wholesale firms out of a total of 1,200 being of 
that . jiersuasion. 
On the day of atonement, 
when nearly all of these establishments are 
closed, the street for the length of nearly two 
miles presents a holiday appearance. 
Tin* 
signs of Hebrew firms also predominate in the 
streets contiguous to Broadway within the 
territory named, which is almost wholly de­ 
voted to the manufacture of clothing, cloaks, 
hats and caps, laces, embroideries, millinery 
goods, furs, 
undergarments, 
flowers and 
feathers, shirts, dry goods and fancy goods 
and kindred branches of trade. 
Most remarkable has been the growth of 
the clothing trade, of which the Hebrews 
control seven-eighths of the total, several 
hundred firms lieing now engaged in the man­ 
ufacture of such goods, and some houses em­ 
ploying as high as 2,000 hands. 
Fifteen years 
ago the liurnlKii* engaged in this business was 
insignificant compared with the prescnt-alay, 
when os many firms are found on a single 
block a* then existed in the entire city. 
An 
important feature in the clothing trade to­ 
day is the manufacture of goods fully equal 
to the best custom made, w hich some years 
ago was considered impracticable to attempt. 
Less than ten years back the manufacture 
of cloaks in this country’ was upon a very 
.small scale, the cntiro business in this city 
l)eing confined to less than one dozen firms 
all told. 
The Hebrews were not slow to rec­ 
ognize the importance of this industry. They 
were among the first to perceive that it w as 
destined to expand lo an extent fur beyond 
its proportion» at that time. 
They reasoned 
that the 
growth of 
the country would 
create a continued domaud for their goods, 
and many plunged into the business, the re­ 
sult being that there are now in this city 
alone over 200 manufacturers in this branch, 
almost all of whom are Hebrews. 
Few ihx>- 
ple have for u moment considered the extent 
of the manufacture of woolen shirts, and yet 
the annual transactions aggregate many 
millions. 
In this branch the Hebrews have 
secured a monopoly, it being estimated that 
25,000 men and women are directly and in­ 
directly employed by Hebrew firms alone. 
The wealthiest concerns in the trade, which 
include several millionaires, were in moderate 
circumstances when they embarked in the 
business. 
When the wholesale manufacture of under­ 
garments was first suggested some years since 
the proposition was scouted, 
it was asserted 
that goods turned out by machinery would 
neither wear well nor be made to fit well. 
The men who conceived the idea were laughed 
at. 
Hebrews were among the first to enter 
the business. They were convinced the under 
taking would prove profitable, and were de­ 
termined to succeed. 
They did succeed. 
They are now securely intrenched in the 
business. 
Heady made undergarments are to 
t>e found on sale in almost every city and 
hamlet, and the Hobrews of New York en­ 
gaged in their manufacture 
carry the names 
of 10,000 employ es on 
their pay rolls. 
It is estimated that the Hebrew capital en­ 
gaged in the importation, manufacture and 
jobbing of diamonds, 
watches and jewelry in 
this country will not fall short of $25,000,000. 
Year after y ear they hare been absorbing tho 
trade. 
It is predicted that before long the 
absorption process will be ex hausted for want 
q f material on which to feed. Of late .y ears 


an Increased Tendency to manufacturo ha» 
been noted. Of tho 400 jobbers in this 
city 
tho Hebrew’s constitute tho bulk, and such 
I headway have they been making that many 
I older firms have been swept out of existence, 
including several who wore a recognized 
power in tho trade. 
Over 300,000 canes of 
leaf tobacco am dealt in In this country every 
twelvdfcinntU. Two*thirds of this amount i* 
controlled by the Hebrew merchants on Pearl 
and W ater streets. 
Equally surprising has been the growth of 
the cigar trade, in which tho Hebrews have 
risen higher and higher until almost the en- 
tire hu-me-s has passed under their control. 
Home i»lea of their operations may be formed 
when it is slated that their production reaches 
the enormou* figuro of 000,000,000 cigars ¡» er 
annum 
The manufacture of this immense 
stock involves the employ ment of 8,000 hands. 
Tho manufacture of hats and cap, tho im­ 
portation 
and manufacturo 
of Lides and 
leather, furs, laces and embroideries, artificial 
flowers and feathers, is largely controlled by 
tho Hebrews, while the wine and liquor trade 
is one of the most extensivo in which they are 
engaged. It is estimated that tho Hebrew 
capital represented on the New York stock 
exchange is not far from $0,000,000. 
The 
holdings of real estate by tho Hebrews of this 
<*iiy is estimated at $100,000,000.-N ew York 
Mail and Express. 


Fo r Rin k s and Slides. 
The toboggan craze has made a demand for 
a good deal of sawmill product It does not 
require as much stuff in tho construction of a 
slido as one might imagine—about 7,(MX) feet— 
but tho great number of slides which have 
gone up makes tho aggregate large. It is 
expected, too, that more slides will be built 
next winter than were built this. The stuff 
used is principally dimension and plank. The 
demand for toboggan facilities has made no 
such draft on the lumbermen as did the skat­ 
ing rink craze. To satisfy the latter, dimen­ 
sion, boards, flooring, shingles, sash and doors 
were required. The building of rinks also 
gave a good deal of work to carpenters. The 
cost of building a toboggan slide 40 
feet high 
and 175 feet long ought not to 
exceed $225 
for 
material a*id laiior.—Chicago Times.
